PARLLAMENTARY INSTITUTIONS AND 

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 

“Al Watan” says 

Among those who were loud in their clamour 
for parliamentary institutions of late certain 
inembers of the present Legislative Council 
were prominently heard. These gentlemen will 
in all probability form part of the coming 
Parliament of Egypt if that institution is des- 
tined to make its appearance during the span 
of their lives. It is interesting, therefore, to 
study the manner in which they are now per- 
forming their duty to their country as members 
of the body called together to give advice to 
the Government on the most important ques- 
tions of legislation. As the Government has 
always shown genuine willingness to follow 
sound advice and to act on the wish of the 


Legislative Council whenever, that Council 
gave its opinion without bias and with 
a sincere desire to serve the interests 


of the people, we can find no apology for 
any member of the said Council who shows 
apathy or want of interest in the work of his 
country. We may alsa take it for granted that 
a member of the Legislative Conncil as now 
constitated who takes no interest in its work is 
not likely to prove more active or interested in 
the work of legislation were his country to be 
granted a constitation in the near future. 
Now, a mere glance at the minutes of the 


| Council's sittings will prove to any mind that 


the majority of its members are absolutely 
indifferent and perhaps unsympathetic, enter- 
taining no visible desire to attend the sittings 
of the Council or to take the least part in its 
work. Ever and anon we are told that the 
Legislative Council opened its doors on a 
certain date fixed for a sitting but the sitting 
did not take place owing to the absence of 
members. The business of the day, sometimes 
of an urgent nature, has ia consequence of this 
recurrent absence to be postponed and the 
apathetic Councilors have to be summoned a 
second, and perhaps a third time before they 
can be seen together for a day or two and 
induced to dispatch business of the greatest 
importance. Indeed, the absence of members 
from the sittings of the Legislative Council has 
become chronic and may damage the national 
claim for a step forward in representative 
government 

Again, the discussions of these members, if 
ever they stoop to a show of discussion on 
any subject of common interest, are most dis- 
couraging. The greatest questions are dealt 
with by one or two remarks and a hasty vote. 
Others are merely read and voted in a moment 
without the humblest show ot pains or interest 
by our legislators. We have never heard yet 
of a member who studied any subject in parti- 
cular and discussed it in detail among his 
brother Councillors or gave his advise to the 
Government after elaborate research. That 
these members, with their surprising lethargy 
and inactivity should think themselves better 
entitled to legislate for Egypt than the emi- 
nent servants of the State, or that they should 
claim more power for the Council to which 
they belong is certainly not in favour of a hasty 
approach towards the national goal

‘THE LAMBERT AFFAIR. 


‘M. Lambert has added to the number of Mr. 
Dunlop's enemies,’ says a Cairo contemporary, 
—we agree, with the addition that the ex- 
Director of the Khedivial Law School has 
irretrievably injared his own reputation as ‘an 

i ‘and as a man. We should have 
added ‘as « lawyer’ were it not for the fact that 
‘}egal theory hasbeen M. Lambert's intefest to 
the exclusion of legal practice. It is as well for 
him. ‘To judge from his amazing conduct of a 
very fair case, and his even more extracrdinary 
attack mpon his own character, he could 
scarcely havé expected to shine at the Bar. 
What has M. Lambert to tell us that is 
supported by evidence ; what ground hae he for 
his vague tales of how Sir Eldon Gorst may or 
may not have said this, or that, and how Mr 
Dunlop told him at an unspecified time to 
falsify an unapeeified document in an anspeci- 
fied dossier 1 Where are the proofs, the copies 
of ghese orders, of the instructions communicat- 
edby the Macchiavellian adviser to the 
pitiable professor ! Really, when reading these 
naif outpourings on the part of the ex-Director 
we begin to sympathise with the Ministry of 
Education and to share in the epthusiasm 
with which his resignation was accepted. 

Mr. Lambert tells his story with eloquence 
and fervour, and the “anti-European elements” 
of “the Opposition,” we quote M. Lambert, 
applaud bim con brio. So vigorous is their 
appl so strong the detestation of the 
accused Adviser, 80 distressing the plaints of 
the wronged ex-Director that all oritical faculty 
is paralysed and nineteemtwentieths of the 
Press joins in one great shout of “Down with 
Dunlop.” Criticism in the person of “Le 
Progres” is adjured in the name ofthe devil of 
the ever courteous “Egyptian Standard” to say 
what more it wants and the comments of 
educated Egypt are themselves crueller com- 
mentaries on the value of the instruction im- 
ported in our schools than any of M. Lambert's 
declarations. 

According to the ex-Director of the Law 
School, Mr. Danlop, whose rigid formalism in 
regard to rules and regulations had already 
caused a strike, continned to harass the 
stadeuts whom he drove in increasing numbers 
into the camp of the anti-Eoropean opposition. 
M. Lambert regretted this, he complained to 
Mr. Dunlop without result. Mr. Dunlop did 
not confine himself to persecution of the 
natives, he persecuted and drove ont the 
French and other professors, replacing them 
by ‘young fellows’ fresh from English Univer 
sities. True, all these ‘young fellows’ had 
practised at the bar and some had done 
original work of high qaality. Still that, did 
not matter to M. Lambert, for him they were 
‘young fellows’ to be sneered at by their loyal 
colleague. In the midst of these horrors Saad 
Pasha Zaghloul was appointed to be Minister 
of Public Instruction by the British Agency, 
in ‘deference to public opinion” which had 
never as far as we are aware advocated his 
appointment to anything at all. Mr. Dunlop, 
wicked man, saw in him an obstacle to his 
autocracy and was fora moment in despair. 
But the resourcefulness of this wicked onder- 
ling of melodrama did not fail him, He pressed 
his subordinates into a conspiracy, doubtless 
with dire threats of rastication or compulsory 
retirement |! Why did not M. Lambert give us 
the description of the harrowing scene. Dr. 
Keatinge, Messrs. Boyd-Carpenter, Sharman 
Elliot, Dr. Mackenzie and himself being com- 
pelled to swear awful oaths of secrecy and 
chedience. M. Lambert, poor man, was 
obviously unnerved by the over mastering will 
power of the Adviser. His conscience troubled 
him amazingly, the more so as he did not like 
Mr. Dunlop and his ways at all, and had on 
that account, no doubt,been dragged into the 
plot as the valgar put it by “the short hairs.” 

Every conspirator in melodrama, eepecially

THE RODAH BRIDGE. 


The question as to the safety of the new 
bridge at Rodah still appears to supply, matter 
for some of our contemporazies to fill their 
columns with. As a matter of fact there re 
mains no question on the subject at all, for as 
far as the stability of the structure is copeern- 
ed, all doubts were set at rest by the exhaust- 
ive trials which were made last week. As we 
pointed out in a recent issue, the results of 
those trials were a complete sucoess, the 
strength and bearing power being, in all 
respects, perfect. 

It has probably been noticed that upon 
closing the bridge, there was a “sag,” that is to 
say that the two portions of the bridge which 
had been separated by opening it, did not 
meet again in exactly a straight line, and this 
was evidently looked upon as a serious defeat 
in the workmanship, whereas it was simply 
due to the cause that what is technically 
known as the “toggling” gear was not anffi- 
ciently tight and we should be more than 
surprised to find that any bridge of the size 
of the one in question, had ever found)to 
be in perfect adjustment at its first trial. 
a happening would be almost impossible, and 
several important details, bearing in no way it 
must be understood upon the essential point of 
durability or strength, are allowed for at the 
time of trial 

The official details of the test have not yet 
been made public, but we are informed by one 
who is in a position to speak with assurance, 
that “the bridge is an excellent piece of work, 
and that the same thing will in all probability, 
be said of it after the lapse of a couple of 
hundred years.”

Think you that we should tolerate the religious 
over-lordship of the so-called Mahdis of the 
Senoussi !" Then he reminded his interviewer 
that the Sultan's claim to the Caliphate is 
contested by Persia and Morocco, and only 
tacitly acquiesced in by the Shereefs of Mecca, 
while it is ignored by the Ameers of 
and Afghanistan ; and finally he declared 
“there are many of us who believe that 
can be no peace in Islam until the 
power is divorced from the religious power, 
and the Caliphs of [slam reduced to the réle 
the Popes of Rome, and their authority i 
ed to the two cities of Mecca and Medina.” 
We have no notion, of course, of the amount 
of credence to be attached to the high official 
whose opinions are quoted, but, consideri 
the vast number of Mahomedans who are th 
faithful subjects of King Edward, the state- 
ments made are decidedly interesting, and 
far as they go reassuring. 

The following is the account of the interview. 

I had along and most interesting conversa- 
tion this afternoon with a high official at the 
Sublime Porte, a gentleman of Liberal views, 
and evidently in deep sympathy, if not in 
close correspondence, with the members of that 
section of the Young Turkey party which has 
its headquarters in Paris. Indeed, my friend 
was good enough to give me copies of the 
organs published by that society. One ot these, 
the “Mechveret,” is published in French under 
the editorship of a certain Ahmed Riza, a 
gentleman who bears the reputation of the 
most impeccable honesty; the other, the 
“Tereke,” is published in Turkish, and is edit- 
ed by Kenan Bey, a young man, | understand, 
of great promise. Under the strict press laws 
in this country and the strict police espionage 
at the foreign post offices in this city, the entry 
of these journals into Turkey is forbidden. 
Nevertheless, my friend informed me, large 
numbers do find their way into the country, 
and are clandestinely passed from hand to 
hand, thus diffusing a certain amount of very 
diluted Liberalism into this most Conserva 
tive of countries. The watchword of the “Young 
Turkey party” is “Turkey for the Terks,” and 
“Ahmed Riza and bis « ~olleagues appear to be of 
opinion that the gift of a “Constitution” will 
cure all ills. It is a very open question whether 
Turkey isripe for such a change, and I have 
heard arguments for and against a Parliament 
advanced by men of very liberal ideas. Some 
maintain that the country is ripe tor a Parlia 
ment ; others that the first step mast be to form 
an Administrative Council endowed with wide 
powers, restore Ministers to their old responsi 
bilities, and, by means of municipal councils, 
train the people gradually to a system of po- 
pular government. All save the immediate 
entourage of the Sultan are agreed that the 
present form of Government is working incal 
culable harm. 

Although my friend was so far in sympathy 
with the views of the “Mechveret” as to wish 
to see his country freed from foreign control 
and take her stand amongst the Great Powers, 
he is clear-headed enough to see that this 
cannot be accomplished by merely flooding 
the country with newspaper articles, whether 
couched in French or Turkish. Action, and 
strong action, is necessary, and this he feels 
to be almost beyond the bounds of possibility. 
The Turks, he went on to say, seem to have 
lost all power of initiative, and to be utterly 
incapable of organisation. They have been so 
poisoned by the Hamidean system of bribery 
and espionage that every man is afraid of his 
neighbour. Abd-ul-Hamid bas his secret police 
in every capital in Europe, and the sayings 
and doings of every Tark are daily reported 
to Yildiz. There are Pashas and Beys in Cairo, 
Paris, London, and Geneva, who are supposed 
to have fled from the tyranny of Abd-ul-Hamid. 
They are merely his agents, obtaining all in- 
formation as to the ramifications of the various 
societies which aim at the establishment of a 
Constitution in Constantinople. Last year up- 
wards of £100,000 was remitted to Munir 
Pasha, the Tuskish Ambassador in Paris, for 
secret service money. This man has the sur 
veillanceof Turkish refugeesin France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, and even in England.It naturally 
is to his interest to make the most of a move- 
ment which as yet confines itself to newspaper 
articles devoted to attacks on Abd ul-Hamid 
and the Western Powers. My friend has, or 
pretends to have,a warm admiration for Eng- 
land, and was good enough to say that in his 
belief, and in the belief of a large namber of his 
friends, the salvation of Turkey could only be 
worked out in conjunction with Great Britain 
and the Moslems of India, and, whilst agreeing 
in the main with the Paris organs of the Young 
Tarkish party, he deplored their anti-English 
bias. He ridiculed the Pan-Islamic movement, 
maintaining that there never coald be ary 
close affinity between the various Moslem secta. 
“We see Christian States at war with each 
other, and so we shall ever see enmity between 
Moslem States. At the present moment we 
have our own troubles with the Shiahs of 
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Persia and the Sunnis of Yemen. Think you 
that we should tolerate the religions over- 
lordship of the so-called Mahdis of the Se- 
noussi! Were not the Mahdists of the Soudan 
as fanatically opposed to the Egyptians as to 
the English ! The claims of the Sultans ox 
Turkey to the Caliphate are contested by 
Persia and Morocco and only tacitly acquiesced 
in by the Shereefs of Mecca, whilst they are 
ignored by the Amirs of Bokharaand of Afghan- 
istan. There maybe young and fervent men 
who believe in Pan-Islamism just as in Chris- 
tianity there may be fervent men who believe 
in the union of the Greek and the Roman with 
the Anglican churches ; but Popes and Pa- 
triarchs will each wish to wield supreme power, 
and communion in their eyes means submis- 
sion to themselves. So it is with us. The Sultan 
believes in a Pan-Islamism which recognises 
him as the supreme head of the Moslems to 
wield undivided power, temporal as well as 
religious. He looks to the reestablishment of 
his authority over the lost Moslem provinces 
of his empire and to the acceptance of his 
claim to the Caliphate by all Moslem States 
The day for this is past, and there are many 
of us who believe that there can “be no peace 
in Islam until the temporal power is divorced 
from the religious power and the Caliphs of 
Islam reduced to the role of the Popes of 
Rome and their authority restricted to the 
two cities of Mecca and Medina.” 

My friend seems to believe that the feeling 
of nationality was deeper than that of religion, 
and a common langoage a greater bond of 
union that a common faith. With the spread 
of education he foresaw the spread of Nation- 
alism and the final severance of the already 
loosening hold of the conquering Turk over 
his subject races. He believed that before long 
the Ottoman Empire would be split up into a 
nomber of first autonomous and then indepen- 
dent States, Albania and Armenia, Arabia and 
Syria, and finally Kurdistan breaking away. 
My friend was not a Turk, and though a Mos- 
lem, for the Turk he professed the most pro- 
found contempt. “Look around,” he said, “at 
our present statesmen. Study our past history. 
When once the Turk ceased his career of con- 
quest and attempted to administer the lands 
he had overran, he was compelled to call in 
foreign aid, and to depend on his sabject races 
for his statesmen, and even for his generals. 
No Turk has come to the front for more than 
two centuries. Osman Pasha, the famous de- 
fender of Plevna, was a Bulgarian. Our present 
Grand Vizier is an Albanian. Tewfik Pasha, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, comes from 
the Crimea. Nourri Bey, the ablest diplomatist 
we have, is of French extraction. Even the 
Sultan is born of an Armenian mother. The 
real Turk has been played out for many gen- 
erations, whether as warrior or administrator, 
and no Pan-Islamic agitation will ever restore 
his lost qualities of energy, endurance, and 
honesty. Nor will it cause the Moslems of 
other Jands to rally round the Saltan as the 
head of their faith. Take the Hamidick-Hedja 
Railway as a case in point. This was a scheme 
initiated by the Sultan for the purpose of 
alleviating the sufferings of Muslim pilgrims 
in their annual pilgrimage to Mecca. Appeals 
were made to Moslems throughout the 
world, yet the sixty million Muslims of India 
have practically turned a deaf ear to their 
Caliph’s missionaries and have only subscribeda 
few thousand pounds to an enterprise which 
the Sultan proclaims to be the noblest work 
undertaken in Islam since the death of the 
Prophet, and for the completion of which 
millions are required. Let me instance another 
case. A few months agoan Indian Mussulman 
came frequently to the Sublime Porte. He was 
the foundér of the London Pan-Islamic Society, 
and he was most anxious to obtain the patronage 
of the Sultan to a scheme for building a mosque 
in London. Needless to say, such a scheme 
coald not be carried through withoot funds. 
Think you that the Sultan, the Caliph of 
Indian Muslims, or the Sheikh el Islam, our 
Minister of Religion, subscribed one farthing 
towards this Pan-Islamic undertaking ? Not 
one! The Indian Moslems most build their 
own mosque, the Turks their own railway ; 
Pan-Islamism is a chimera Would Indian 
Muslims who have tasted the liberty of British 
rule be content to live under such a despotism 
as ours ? Would we with our views of civilisa- 
tion snbinit to the barbarism and fanaticism 
of the Senoussi ! Would the Nationalists of 
Egypt work hand in hand with the young 
Turks of Constantinople | Egypt for the Egyp- 


tians is their cry ; Turkey for the Turks that] — 


of Ahmed Riza and the ‘“Mechveret!” But 
where is ‘Turkey, and who are the Turks? It is 
possible that the Ottoman Empire may have a 
further span of life, if its component provinces 
are granted antonomy and ifs Central Adminis- 
tration Council is called into. being, but our 
fate is doomed if the present one-man despotism 
is continued. Racial animosities are being 
kindled which all the Pan-Islamism in the 
world will never extinguish Turks from 
Anatolia and Syrians from Aleppo are poured 


into Albania to overawe the mountaineers of 
of Ipek and Prizrend, whilst Albanians are 
transported to Yemen to restore order 
in those regions. Here in Constantinople 
we have the same fight for supremacy being 
daily waged, Syrian and Albaniasi striving to 
obtain the upper hand at Yildiz, where no pure

The Minister of Finance has been oj 
threatened by officials of the highest 
Loyalty is a bye word—rebellion and motiny 
striving for an outlet. Yet we are forced to 
content ourselves with pouring our woes into 
the ears of strangers ahd in penning denun 
ciatory articles which are furtively passed from 
hand to hand. And this is the extent of our 
efforts to obtain a measure of freedom ! For 
the first time since he ascended the throne 
the Sultan has allowed his birthday to pass 
without directing that the officials should 
receive a month's pay. T'o you as an English- 
man or to the natives ander your rule in India, 
it sounds impossible that officials here should 
receive but six months’ salary in the year. 
Hitherto these payments have been made on 
the Prophet’s birthday, the first day of the 
Fast of the Ramzan, on the Feasts of the 
Bairam, the Kovrban Bairam, on the Sultan's 
accession, aud on his birthday. This year no 
payment was made on the Prophet's birthday, 
which fell in March, and now none has been 
made on the Saltan’s birthday, which occurs 
on September 23. So that officials will only 
receive four in lien of six month’s pay. No 
wonder then that troops are in a state of semi- 
mutiny and officials in sullen discontent. Had 
we but a leader there would bea rising to- 
morrow, tut no man has confidence in his 
brother. That an ovtbreak will occar, and 
that shortly, I am convineed. If the Yildiz 
Camarille is alive to its own interests it 
will be as bloodless a coup d'état as the one 
that removed Abd-nl Aziz from the throne. 
Otherwise the new Sultan will wade to power 
throngb a sea of blood, and Turkish domina- 
tion in Barope be at an end.” 

I left the Sublime Porte convinced that 
thongh the “Moslem Menace” might be a 
catchy head-line for a magazine article, it 
need not disturb the sleep of the most solitary 
Christian in Islamic lands. A honse divided 
against itself cannot stand. 


THE NAUTCH GIRL. 


The position of the nantch girl is no longer 
what it was inthe Indian social system. Not 
merely Europeans but some of the best among 
the natives feel that in view of the gradnal 
raising of the tone of society, the evils associated 
with her professsion should cease to enjoy the 
toleration accorded to them in the past. 

This view, however, is by no means universal, 
and the conflict of opinion is strikingly illus- 
trated by the experience of Gaubar Jan, a well. 
known nauteh-girl of Calcutta, and one of the 
finest native singers in India. A rich Marwari 
family of Bombay recently engaged her to per- 
form at a marriage ceremony, paying her a fee 
of Ral5,000 (£1,000). Later she visited the 
Lady Northcote Hindu Orphanage, and con- 
sented to sing in its aid gratis in the town hall. 
The citizens of Bombay, male and female, flock- 
ed in large numbers to listen to her, as the 
gramophone has mare her name a household 
word in India. The handsome sum of £400 
was collected on the spot for the orphanage. 
At the close of the assembly the Hon Sir M. 
Perozeshah Mehta pinned a medal on her 
breast. 

Hearing this, Mr. Justice Chandravarkar, of 
Bombay, a well-known social reformer and 
Brahmin leader, ceased his connection with the 
managing committee. A hot newspaper dis- 
cussion has followed. Mr. Tilak and others have 
written in defence of Sir M. Mehta, while other 
correspondents are against him. On another 
occasion Gauhar Jan sang in aid of the Moham- 
medan College of Aligarh, but Nawab Mohsan- 
ul-Mulk refused to receive any profit from that 


source.
